How to plan a high- 


fidelity music system] { 
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Contrary to much popular belief, there is nothing mysterious, super- 
human or expensive about installing high-fidelity sound equipment. 


It is only a matter of joining four simple elements and housing them 


appropriately in a room. Here are hints which should dispel your 


fears and open the door to wonderful listening. 


gh fidelity. like many another new phenomenon, 
means different things to different people. The engineer, for in 
stance, thinks of it in terms of wide-range sound freque neces 
To the “hi-fi” addict. it is a cult bordering on the fanatical. 
while many other people still find it a souree of mystery and 
misunderstanding. Of its growing popularity, however, there is 
no doubt. as the number of recent books and the several maga 
zines devoted exclusively to the subject bear witness. To almost 
anyone, technician and layman alike. high fidelity can mean 
keener enjoyment of music in the home. The reproduction of 
music can be so realistic that it makes the listener forget the 
sound is actually coming from a loud-speaker. 

If you haven't heard high fidelity yet. you are missing a 
really exciting experience. In the words of one local wit: “You 
never heard it so good.” Contrary to some belief. you don't 
need a Ph.D. from M.LT. to grasp how it works; in fact, anyone 
who knows how to fix an electric light plug can put together the 
basic parts of a high-fidelity system. Nor does it have to be 
extravagantly expensive You can buy a highly enjoyable svs 
tem that you can hook up yourself at relatively moderate cost, 
or if you want the last word in hi-fi equipment you can budget 
the cost over a period of time, starting with the minimum and 
buying extra components as you go along. Another way to cut 
down on expe nses 1s to rejuvenate the radio phonograph equip- 


ment you have by adding new parts such as a wide-range speaker 


or an FM tuner. In any event. the basic units of the high-fidelity 
system are the same. Two of them—the record player and the 
loud-speaker—are familiar to everyone. The other two are hardly 
more complicated. The tuner. which in effect is a more sensitive 
version of the conventional radio receiver, picks up radio waves 
and feeds them into the fourth basic unit of the high-fidelity 
system the amplifier. This is the heart of the system because 
it amplifies both the radio signal and the almost inaudible 
sound generated in the record plaver poe kup iby the motion of 
the needle in the record groove) until they are strong enough 
to operate the loud-speaker. Other components you can add to 
these include a mic rophone and a lay recorder. both of which 
are “input” units also feeding into the amplifier. 

Once you understand how an audio system works, the next 
steps are to decide which equipment you should buy first and 
how you can fit it into your home. To these questions there are 
many answers and many possibilities. The type of set you buy 
and the way you install it are individual choices determined by 
your parti ular needs, the amount of room you have, and how 
much you want to spend. If space is limited or if you don’t 
especially care about assembling your own system, then your 
best bet probably is to look into some of the fully assembled 
package models now being produced by radio and phonograph 
manufacturers. These sets represent a vast improvement over 


the more conventional radio-phonograph combinations. The

assemble-it-yourself high-fidelity system, on the other 
hand. offers the advantage of much wider choice of 
individual components and also of how and where you 


wit them in your home. It will normally give better 


periormance but naturally takes more time to assemble 
und install. A third possibility is to select the audio 
equipment you want and then have a local audio custom 
builder or technician put it in for vou. All installation 
however, should be planned in terms of both acoustics 
ind decoration, with an eve also to future expansion 
and additional equipment 

When you install a hi-fi system there are certain 
technical points to watch for. First. vou should locate 
record player, tuner, and amplifier close to each other 
By cutting down the length of the input leads you 
lessen the chance of unple ssant hum. Another important 
point is to provide adequat ventilation for the ampli 
fier. If the te mperature re iding in the amplifier cabinet 
after an hour of play is 15° or more above room tem 
perature, more ventilation is needed, One of the most 
vital links in any audio system is correct design of the 
loud-speaker enclosure. You can get excellent results by 
mounting the speaker in a wall or on a closet door so 
that the sound waves from the front of the speaker are 
“ parated from those of the back. Other enclosures are 
the “infinite baffle box”’—a fully enclosed rectangular 
cabinet insulated with sound absorbent material such 
as rock wool—-the “bass reflex” cabinet, and the corner 
enclosure. Which type is best for your requirements 
depends on many different factors and it is usually 
worth-while to get some expert advice before installing 
this particular unit. 

Planning the layout of your high-fidelity music sys- 
tem offers infinite play for your imagination and in 
enuity, You can place your system in existing cabinets 
or other pieces of furniture, or you may pre fer a built 


in installation either in a wall or converted closet 


Many people are fitting their audio equipment into 
bookcases, shelves, and even drawers. Another favorit 
installation idea is to house the record playe r. ampli fie 
and tuner in an end table, cabinet. or coffee table. Some 
examples of how hi-fi equipment can be built into a 


room are illustrated on page 178.

At the 
University of California in Los Angeles such a program 
can be seen at its best. To instill as much realism as pos- 
sible into the subject of home management, the university 
has provided a two-story house of contemporary design 
in which students actually live under the supervision of 
an instructor. Rotating groups of six students reside in 
the house for a period of five weeks, During this time, 


girls take full responsibility for the upkeep of the house, 


e WEALT 


Basertsining is frequent and girls are e 
couraged to invite visitors to the house. Pur 
pose of the school is to demonstrate the im 
portance of well-ordered family living and 
to develop in the girls the requisite skills 
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each girl serving in turn as house manager, cook, laun- 
dress, and housekeeper. Students learn to budget time as 
well as finances, to think and plan ahead for smooth- 
running unharried housework. They are taught good 
habits of work. 


The house is fully equipped with modern, laborsaving 


yppliances so girls will know how to use them and have 


m opportunity to compare their relative merits. Even 


though students may not be able to afford all such ap 


pliances n their own future homes, they will be able to 


choose wisely what they want to buy, and to use it effi 
ciently. UC LA goes on the assumption that every house 
wife is, in a sense, running a business. She has a budget 
to balance, work to get done. She has long- and short-term 
goals which take careful planning to fulfill 

At the UCLA Home Management Laboratory, students 
are encouraged to examine and re-evaluate techniques 
for keeping house. They make simple time-motion studies 
of everything from bedmaking to ironing, always seeking 
better ways of doing the chore, evaluating new equipment 


that might make the job easier. The goai of instruction is 


not to impose on “right” ways of doing things, but to de- 
velop a new attitude toward work; to encourage a future 
homemaker to study her own procedures and find out 
what methods are most economical of time and energy for 
her. Students quickly learn that time is saved in small 
amounts. They see that it is worth-while developing a 
technique that saves only three minutes on a task that 
must be performed every day or several times a day. Such
